Belgium "But I felt obliged, in 
conscience, before God, to 
assume my responsibilities as 
bishop." 


He says the primary issue, 


underlying 
the 
incidental 


matters that have brought it into 
focus, is how the Church is to be 
governed, whether by jointly 
shared deliberation, or only by 
papal decision 


"It is a deadlock," he said in 


the controversial interview in 
France two weeks ago that 
touched off the repercussions 
The full text was published this 
week in a major Catholic weekly 
in this country, the National 
Register. 


What brought the issue to a 


head, he said, was the action of 
Pope Paul VI in forbidding 
collegia! consideration with the 
Church's bishops of the question 
of mandatory 
celibacy 
of 


priests. 


The Pope earlier also ex- 


cluded the problem of birth 
control from joint consideration 
by the bishops, the cardinal 
said, adding that these rulings 
disallowed exercise of the 
principle of co-responsibility 
espoused by the 1962-'65 Second 
Vatican Council. 


It puts the tushops in an 


"impossible situation," he said, 
of being barred from discussing 
a question of priestly celibacy 
that is being widely and openly 
discussed by others 
in the 


Church-laity, 
priests 
and 


theologans. 


"The bishops are apparently 


caught between two conflicting 
choices: either they appear 
disloyal to Rome, or they appear 
to dodge their responsibility in 
their local churches. Either lose 
credit or lose credibility " 


Pope Paul subsequently has 


expressed "pained astonish- 
ment" at the criticism He said 
it was delivered "in a manner 
that does not seem to us fitting to 
the brotherly style required by 
collegiality itself " 


He emphasized his respect for 


the Vatican Council's teaching 
in regard to the "collegiality of 
bishops" in sharing guidance of 
the Church 


Cardinal Suenens, 66, a 


learned, frank-talking prelate, a 
former university rector and 
theologian, said later in an in- 
terview m the Long Island 
Catholic this week that his 
criticisms were aimed only at 
the way the Church government 
was operating 


"It was not an attack on the 


Pope, the person, but an attack 
on the Church government — the 
system," he told the paper's 
Vatican correspondent, Robert 
R Holton 


He said that actually, his 


views were in support of papal 
primacy since, in order to 
strengthen 
present-day 


authority in Church leadership, 
it should be used in a shared, 
collegia! way, rather than in the 
opposite way. 


Asked about speculation that 


he sought to develop the issue as 
a springboard toward becoming 
the next Pope, he chuckled and 
said, "That's nonsense. If y<m 
wish to aim at that, you must not 
take the positions I am taking " 


He said he realized he had 


risked being removed from his 
position as cardinal by his 
criticisms, but was willing to 
face the costs. He said his main 
hope is "that the Church today 
should be adapted to the needs of 
today"

WASHINGTON (AP) — After 
eliminating an 980 million Peace 
Corps expenditure and ending 
some political restrictions on 
overseas assistance, the House 
has approved a $2.2 billion 
foreign aid bill. 
The cuts made the bill, passed 
Thursday 192 to 15, the lowest 
foreign aid appropriation since 
the program was initiated in 
1946 
The Senate, however, is ex­ 
pected to restore the money to 
finance next year’s Peace Corps 
operations. 
And nearly all 
political restrictions cut from 
the bill remain in effect through 
other laws. 
The cuts were made Thursday 
on parliamentary maneuvers.

attend desegregated schools 
next fall.

Leonard, head of the Justice 
Department’s 
civil 
rights 
division, said the integration 
efforts hinge on the Nixon ad­ 
ministration’s 
enforcement 
plans. 
If the plans go well, Leonard 
said Thursday in a report to a 
Tabinet committee on school 
desegregation headed by Vice 
President Sprio T. Agnew, 
“about 97 per cent of the Negro 
children in these 11 Southern 
states 
will 
be 
attending 
desegregated school systems.” 
Before the beginning of the 
last school year, Leonard said, 
“only 5.2 per cent of 164,273 of 
the 3.1 million Negro public 
school students in those 11 states 
attended schools in unitary or 
desegregated school systems.” 
The report, which Leonard 
termed 
“ dram atic,” 
was 
distributed to reporters by the 
Justice Department’s public 
information office but taken 
back 35 minutes later. 
Mitchell then called newsmen 
into his office and said the 
report’s conclusions were based 
on raw — and in some instances 


inaccurate— data. He said its 
release was premature and had 
been submitted to the Cabinet 
panel as a working paper rather 
than a final report 
The attorney general said 
Leonard’s figures of 97 per cent 
depended on a number of 
“imponderables.” such as the 
outcome of pending suits and 
negotiations 
between 
the 
government 
and 
Southern 
school districts. 
Leonard said there are 72 
segregated or dual school 
systems in 11 Southern states 
that are not under court order, 
voluntary

By Cardinal At Pope

For several days, he later 


related, 
he 
remained 
in 


seclusion praying, wrestling 
with his conscience. Then he 
emerged to hurl the thunderbolt 
that is reverberating through 
the ruling echelons of Roman 
Catholicism. 


In a rare skirmish, on a basic 


issue, it has pitted a cardinal in 
contention with the Pope. 


"I will not hide from you the 


suffering this entailed," Car- 
dinal Leo Joseph 
Suenens 


commented in an 
ensuing 


sermon last week in his home 
Cathedral 
of 
Malines 
in 


Belgium. "But I felt obliged, in 
conscience, before God, to 
assume my responsibilities as 
bishop." 


He says the primary issue, 


underlying 
the 
incidental 


matters that have brought it into 
focus, is how the Church is to be 
governed, whether by jointly 
shared deliberation, or only by 
papal decision. 


"It is a deadlock," he said in 


the controversial interview in 
France two weeks ago that 
touched off the repercussions. 
The full text was published this 
week in a major Catholic weekly 
in this country, the National 
Register. 


What brought the issue to a 


head, he said, was the action of 
Pope Paul VI in forbidding 
collegia! consideration with the 
Church's bishops of the question 
of mandatory celibacy of 
priests. 


The Pope earlier also ex- 


cluded the problem of birth 
control from joint consideration 
by the bishops, the cardinal 
said, adding that these rulings 
disallowed exercise of the 
principle of co-responsibility 
espoused by the 1962-'65 Second 
Vatican Council. 


It puts the "bishops in an 


"impossible situation," he said, 
of being barred from discussing 
a question of priestly celibacy 
that is being widely and openly 
discussed by others in the 


Church-laity, 
priests 
and 


theologans. 


"The bishops are apparently 


caught between two conflicting 
choices: 
either 
they appear 


disloyal to Rome, or they appear 
to dodge their responsibility in 
their local churches. Either lose 
credit or lose credibility." 


Pope Paul subsequently has 


expressed "pained astonish- 
ment" at the criticism. He said 
it was delivered "in a manner 
that does not seem to us fitting to 
the brotherly style required by 
collegiality itself." 


He emphasized his respect for 


the Vatican Council's teaching 
in regard to the "collegiality of 
bishops" in sharing guidance of 
the Church. 


Cardinal 
Suenens, 66, a 


learned, frank-talking prelate, a 
former university rector and 
theologian, said later in an in- 
terview in the Long Island 
Catholic this week that his 
criticisms were aimed only at 
the way the Church government 
was operating. 


"It was not an attack on the 


Pope, the person, but an attack 
on the Church government— the 
system," he told the paper's 
Vatican correspondent, Robert 
R. Holton. 


He said that actually, his 


views were in support of papal 
primacy 
since, 
in order • to 


strengthen 
present-day 


authority in Church leadership, 
it should be used in a shared, 
collegia! way, rather than in the 
opposite way. 


Asked about speculation that 


he sought to develop the issue as 
a springboard toward becoming 
the next Pope, he chuckled and 
said, "That's nonsense. If you 
wish to aim at that, you must not 
take the positions I am taking." 


He said he realized he had 


risked being removed from his 
position as cardinal by his 
criticisms, but was willing to 
face the costs. He said his main 
hope is "that the Church today 
should be adapted to the needs of 
today."

dates for installations in cars " 


Ford's statement was issued 


in advance of a June 24 con- 
ference m Washington at which 
government and industry will 
exchange views on the air bag 
system. 


Ford gave 50 magazine 


writers a first hand look at the 
system Monday 


A film clip showed a test car 


equipped with air bags colliding 
head-on with another car at 30 
miles an hour 


The bag failed to inflate fast 


enough to keep a boy-sized 
dummy in the right front 
passenger seat from crashing 
into the car windshield 


"If that had been a real boy 


and a real collision, that boy 
would have been killed," said 
Frey. 


A 
second 
test 
involved 


touching off an air bag system 
as newsmen gathered around 
the car. The no:se, louder than 
that of a shotgun, was followed 
by inflation of the

balloon-like bag in a fraction of a

The force of the expansion of 


the bag, which was attached to 
the underside of the instrument 
panel, pulled the panel out of 
shape and the bag was shred-

the test you saw involved only an 
air bag system protecting one of 
the uar occupants," said Frey.

President Nixon skirted the big issue in his report to the nation 
Wednesday night on the situation in Indochina. He reported with 
evident satisfaction that American troops ordered into Cambodia 
had not met with disaster, had seized great stores of food, guns and 
ammunition, that 17,000 of the 31,000 sent in were already on their 
way out, and repeated his promise that all will be out by June 30. He 
repeated also that 150,000 additional troops will be withdrawn from 
Vietnam in the next 12 months, and announced that 50,000 of them 
will be recalled by Oct. 15. But he didn’t tell the American people 
what Justification there can be for keeping United States forces in 
Indochina at all, and, beyond that, of extending the scope of United 
States commitments to the military government of Cambodia. 


It’s the apparent determination on the part of the Nixon ad­ 
ministration to continue to prod the war in Southeast Asia, either 
with American troops or with Asian troops that is most disturbing. 
Sending American troops across the border from South Vietnam 
into Cambodia was not in itself a matter to cause any more ap­ 
prehension than any other military move of the Vietnam War. If, as 
the President has declared, American troops were endangered by 
enemy forces finding sanctuary there, the fact that the border of a 
country too weak to police its own territory was crossed is nothing 
to quibble about. It/nay well have been a logical move, and fully 
Justified — if we accept as fact that the American troops could not 
be removed from the danger zone. 
But, though the number of Americans killed and wounded in 
the thrust 
into Cambodia was “acceptable” to 
military 
statisticians, no killed or wounded are acceptable to those who are 
convinced that American soldiers should never have been sent 
there in the first place, and who think that every additional month 
they are left there is another month too long. 


Neither President Nixon, President Johnson, or anyone else 
before or since has made any convincing showing that you or I or 
any other American will gain enough from the continued killing, 
destruction and misery in Indochina to Justify the sacrifice of one 
American Ufe And even if there should be gain for someone, why 
should American boys be picked by chance and sent there to die for 
it? 


The peoples we are supposedly aiding, are divided, mostly 
unconcerned, and there is no indication that they will be any better 
off if the governments in Saigon and Phnom Pehn stay in power In 
the meantime, horror stories such as la related on this page today 
by columnist Jack Anderson come out of the unhappy embattled 
lands The probably are not all true But some of them almost 
certainly are. It it not something for Americans to be proud of. No 
Viet Ceil* atrocities can make American killing of innocent non 
combatants right

WASHINGTON — Refugees 
too inarticulate, too simple to 
repeat the same lie, have sworn 
to this column that U. S. fighter- 
bombers 
have 
conducted 
systematic raids on villages in 
Laos, 
killing 
defenseless 
civilians, 
many 
of 
them 
children. 
The stark simplicity of the 
refugees’ stories, as told to my 
reporter Les Whitten, flies in the 
face of official testimony. 
Bluff, blunt William Sullivan, 
a former Ambassador to Laos, 
now an Assistant Secretary of 
State, recently assured Senators 
that not only the Lao govern­ 
ment but the U. S. ambassador 
had to approve the targets 
before they were hit. He was 
supported by Col. 
Robert 
Tyrrell, the Air Force attache in 
Laos, who testified: “Villages 
even in the free drop zone would 
be restricted from bombing.” 
Whitten spoke to the colonel, 
now back in Vientiane, who 
repeated that “rigid rules of 
procedures” had been adopted 
to prevent villages from being 
bombed. He conceded, however, 
that he had never sat down with 
the refugees and discussed the 
bombings. 
Whitten also asked Sullivan’s 
successor, Ambassador G. 
McMurtrie Godley, whether 
villages had been bombed. “The 
answ er is negative,” said 
Godley. If any villages had been 
hit, he added after Whitten 
recounted the refugees’ stories, 
it was “infrequent” and “ac­ 
cidental.’’ 
Whitten used all the skill of a 
veteran investigative reporter 
to trip up any refugees who 
might have been lying. But there 
was no mistaking the honest 
pain in their faces as they told 
now U. S. bombs, napalm and 
rockets had been dumped upon 
their villages 


REFUGEES’ STORIES 
They also attested That no 
Pathet Lao or North Vietnamese 
had been in their villages except 
in transit to buy at the market or 
to make brief propaganda 
speeches Of several refugees 
interviewed by Whitten, only 
one had heard of a Pathet Lao 
soldier ever being injured in the 
raids. And this was merely a 
rumor 
Typical was the report of • 25- 
year-old refugee from Phong 
Savan, 150 mtlee from the Ho Chi 
Minh infiltration routes There 
were no military facilities in his 
village, he said. ‘ only a police 
station and a cooperative store 
that told things Hiere were no 
Pathet Lao, no soldier» living 
there, only people 
"After 1004, many planes 
came They dropped big bomba 
and napalm, ball-bearing bomba 
and rockets and 
. *' He paused 
and said ”sh-ah-nh-ahah-ah-" 
to indicate strafing 
“We had 100 houses la 
Savan By 1MO. our houM 
lost, only some posto standing 
out of the ground We had Too or 
Ml people in Phong Sevan 
Maybe 10 were killed and many 
injured 
“In June af IMF my brother 


was killed. He was helping my 
father (a farmer) when the 
planes came at two o’clock in 
the afternoon. He was 19, but he 
did not get to the hole. There 
were chest wounds, and he died 
at three the next day. After that, 
my father cried all the time.” 
Whitten asked the young man 
if he understood the reasons for 
the bombings. At first, he didn’t 
seem to understand, and the 
interpreter 
repeated 
the 
question. Finally, the refugee 
drew up his thin shoulders and 
said, “I don’t know anything 
about politics. All I knew is if the 
planes came, I hid, and if I 
didn’t, I died.” 


RATHOLE EXI8TENCE 
Other refugees told similar 
stories. So terrible was the 
explosive 
downpour 
that 
villagers moved from their 
tattered thatch hovels into 
trenches dug in the sides of 
nearby hills. They lined the 
ditches with matting, but this 
didn’t keep out the rains. 
After the bombing of North 
Vietnam was halted in 1968, the 
raids weren’t diminished; the 
planes simply were sent across 
the border Into Laos. The 
bombing became so intensive 
that the villagers didn’t dare 
come out of their rathole 
dwellings to work in their rice 
paddies except at night. 
A 25-year-old refugee from a 
village near Khang Kay, 145 
miles from the Ho Chi Minh 
trails, explained why the young 
and the old were caught most 
frequently by the U. S. raids: 
“The children are always 
playing around and can’t get to 
the trenches fast enough. The 
old men are like the children. 
They don’t *have good health 
They can't hear when the planes 
come. Sometimes they can’t get 
to safety.” 
Footnote: Les Whitten taped 
his interviews with the refugees, 
whose reports contradict the 
sworn testimony of U. S. 
of­ 
ficials This column will make 
the tapes available to any 
congressional comm rtee, which 
may be interested in deter­

House Approves 
$2.2 Billion 
Foreign Aid Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — After 


eliminating an $80 million Peace 
Corps expenditure and ending 
some political restrictions on 
overseas assistance, the House 
has approved a $2.2 billion 
foreign aid bill. 


The cuts made the bill, passed 


Thursday 192 to 15, the lowest 
foreign aid apprqpriation since 
the program was initiated in 
1946. 


The Senate, however, is ex- 


pected to restore the money to 
finance next year's Peace Corps 
operations. 
And nearly all 


political restrictions cut from 
the bill remain in effect through 
other laws. 


The cuts were made Thursday 


on parliamentary maneuvers. 
Not a cent was taken from the 
"riginal $2.3 billion bill by House 
vote. 


Of the $2.22 billion total, $1.6 


billion is for economic and 
military assistance abroad. The 
remainder is for programs 
related to foreign assistance. 


One of the few actual losses 


appeared to be a sense-of- 
Congress proviso that Red China 
should be refused admission to 
the United Nations. 


Most of the political restric- 


tions have been renewed in the 
annual money bill for 18 years 
without ever being challenged. 
Their removal was pressed by 
House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee members 
on grounds 


they have no business in a 
money bill. 


Included were provisions that 


aid should not be supplied to 
countries supplying arms or 
assistance to North Vietnam or 
Cuba, restrictions against use of 
funds to build up arsenals, 
supplying aid to Communist 
countries, and others.

As they put it, they’ve been 
“turned on by Jesus.” And 
things seem different. Most of 
them are hippies. Others are 
‘“straight” kids. In either case, 
they’re making their presence 
felt around the University of 
California campus here.

“Jesus 
Freaks,” a term originally 
applied in derision, but which 
they gladly accept. After all, the 
term, 
“ Christian” 
itself 
originally was used in pagan 
mockery of the early believers 
in Christ. 
“Jesus is back!” said a tall, 
barefoot, 
long-haired 
lad, 
handing out evangelical tracts 
to passing students. “'Take a trip 
with the Lord — it’s 
the 
-greatest.” 
Here and there about the 
campus, on class days and 
weekends, it’s easy to spot these 
special kind of radicals in 
clusters of youths, “rapping” 
about Jesus in arguments with 
assorted New Left advocates. 
Wherever the “Jesus Freaks” 
hold forth, there’s usually a 
sizable crowd. “One way! One 
way!” they signal about Christ, 
with a single finger held aloft, 
instead of the “V” — peace- 
victory sign. 
Regularly, they also make 
forays into downtown San 
Francisco, displaying their 
signs, “ Jesus Saves,” and 
speaking on sidewalks outside 
the “skin” bars featuring nude 
dancers. 
“I've been through ‘grass’, the 
heavyweight stuff, LSD and 
speed, and all the meditation- 
breathing bit, and it just freaked 
me out and down,” said one of 
them, a thin, bearded young 
man. “But Jesus is very true, 
very hip, very with it. He’s our 
thing ' 
Others tell similar stories of 
having been through drugs and 
Oriental 
mysticism 
before 
finding greater satisfaction in 
“following Jesus.”

THE CASE OF 
CHASTITY IN MARRIAGE 


The basis for this petition for divorce was established by both of you well ahead of your 
marriage,” a domestic relations judge told a discontented young couple in his court. “Seemingly, 
you have found it impossible to remain true to each other after ‘playing the field’ for so long.” 
This is not unusual. Although the virtues of chastity have been set forth clearly and simply, 
many errant youths insist that affectional exploration is all right. They argue that some studies 
show t hat promiscuity generally is becoming acceptable as a phase of our modem way of life. 
The best knowledge available, however, indicated that these errant youth are wrong. Reliable 
scientific data substantiate the view of religious leaders that chastity makes good sense as well as 
sound spiritual doctrine. 
Although promiscuity exists to an alarming extent, this does not make it acceptable. Because 
someone else adopts a manner of conduct, it is not necessarily good for others. Theft is a common 
criminal offense, but that does not make stealing proper. Millions of people smoke tobacco and 
-trink intoxi rating liquors; this again does not mean that smoking and drinking are desirable. 
Most social scientists and marriage counselors reaffirm the necessity of strict morality as a 
requisite for a rich personal, family and community life. Dr. Pitrim A. Sorokin, sociologist at 
tiarvarri University, recently wrote in a syndicated ngvspaper column:

House Approves 
$2.2 Billion 
Foreign Aid Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) — After 


eliminating an $80 million Peace 
Corps expenditure and ending 
some political restrictions on 
overseas assistance, the House 
has approved a $2.2 billion 
foreign aid bill. 


The cuts made the bill, passed 


Thursday 192 to 15, the lowest 
foreign aid appropriation since 
the program was initiated in 
1946. 


The Senate, however, is ex- 


pected to restore the money to 
finance next year's Peace Corps 
operations. 
And nearly all 


political restrictions cut from 
the bill remain in effect through 
other laws. 


The cuts were made Thursday 


on parliamentary maneuvers. 
Not a cent was taken from the 
original $2.3 billion bill by House 
vote. 


Of the $2.22 billion total, $1.6 


billion is for economic and 
military assistance abroad. The 
remainder is for programs 
related to foreign assistance. 


One of the few actual losses 


appeared to be a sense-of- 
Congress proviso that Red China 
should be refused admission to 
the United Nations. 


Most of the political restric- 


tions have been renewed in the 
annual money bill for 18 years 
without ever being challenged. 
Their removal was pressed by 
House Foreign Affairs Com- 
mittee members on grounds 
they have no business in a 
money bill. 


Included were provisions that 


aid should not be supplied to 
countries supplying arms or 
assistance to North Vietnam or 
Cuba, restrictions against use of 
funds to build up arsenals, 
supplying aid to Communist 
countries, and others.

Candy is dandy and so is trout, but make mine shad... 
The runs have finally reached this area in good proportions and 
I do mean shad. Last evening was an exciting one with everyone 
taking good fish using flies. Probably the most exciting thing about 
last evening was the fact that my son Scott took a whopping six 
pound shad on e no. 4 Seth Green Shad Fly. This will give him a 
good bronze Field & Stream Pin plus a nice trophy fish to hang on 
the wall. 
I never would have thought that in 1871 when Seth Green 
planted those shad at Tehama that they would have such a lasting 
impact on the fishing world. 
As we mentioned before, the American Shad is a member of the 
herring family. It has a single spineless dorsal fin near the middle 
of its back and a forked tail. Shad are easily identified by the five or 
six round black spots under the scales on his sides and a deep 
compressed body. The shad has a deep blue back that is outlined 
against silvery white sides and belly. His head is somewhat small 
with no scales. The shad is normally under 30 inches long and 
weighs in the one to five pound range. Fish from six to thirteen 
pounds have been taken but are rare. 
The shad’s spawning grounds are clear open water sections of 
pools and riffles with sand or gravel bottoms. The eggs are left in 
the open water with no parental care and hatch in about one week. 
The shad is a plankton eater which reduces competition with other 
fish in our coastal streams. This is the probable reason for its 
success in this area. On the west coast the fry hatch in the summer 
and remain in fresh water until fall when they run to sea. 
The runs in this area should last well into July. The best 
methods for taking these fish is by use of fly tackle with the con­ 
ventional shooting head or by spinning both methods using a fly. 
Well, I have taken a couple of weeks off from this article. One 
week I went to Oregon and the other 1 was just plain fishing and 
neglected to report in. 
1 hope everyone is happy with the election. One part of it that 
will be a sorry state for fishermen is Proposition 7 that passed 
Should they build that peripheral canal, we may kiss some of our 
great Sacramento fisheries goodbye.

ISHOP OUR SIDEWALK 
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Officers Dissent On War 
G ra d u a tio n A t Berrendos School 


By FRED S. HOFFMAN 
WASHINGTON (AH — The 
antiwar movement has reached 
the U.S. military officers corps. 
Calling 
themselves 
the 
Concerned Officers Movement, 
about 25 Washington-based 
officers, mostly Navy men, have 
banded together to provide a 
forum for what they say is 
growing disillusionment among 
their ranks with the Indochina 
war. 
A leader says the small group 
is probably the first antiwar 
organization at the officer level. 
“Most of the junior officers 
are somewhat disillusioned 
about the war in Indochina,” Lt. 
j.g. Phil Lehman, a Harvard 
graduate with eight months of 
Vietnam duty behind him, told a 
reporter. 
Lehman, now in a supply billet 
here, said the group has broader 
concerns than the war — 
military justice and what he 
called ‘‘the quality of life in the 
military.” The group reportedly 
has contacted other bases with 
favorable responses coming 
from California, Florida and 


Rhode Island. 
The chief tool the organization 
uses to spread its views is 
a 
monthly newsletter. 
The 
first 
issue 
of 
the 
newsletter, distributed in April, 
contended (hat U.S. policies had 
“turned an internal political 
struggle into a nation-destroying 
blood bath” in Vietnam. 


Through its newsletter, the 
organization said its purpose is 
to “serve notice to the military 
and the nation that the officer 
corps is not part of a silent 
majority, that it is not going to 
let its thought be fashioned by 
the Pentagon.” 
Lehman said his commanding 
officer discussed the matter 
with him but there was no 
harassment. 
Nobody has suggested he stop 
his activity — “not yet” — Leh­ 
man said. 
The 
lieutenant said 
the 
newsletter is being put out in 
conformity with regulations, 
since 
neither 
government 
facilities, materials nor time are 
used. 


Lehman 
indicated 
the 
organization makes strong 
efforts to avoid inflammatory 
rhetoric in getting its ideas 
across. 
Lehman said most of the 
members of the organization 
entered the service, as he did, 
through ROTC or received 
commissions 
from 
officer 
candidate schools. 
None are 
“career motivated,” he said. 


They range in age from 23 to 
30, several are doctors and a 
number of them have served in 
Vietnam. 
Asked why he joined ROTC, 
Lehman said he was perfectly 
willing to serve. 
“I felt I had to serve my 
military obligation and that 
being an officer in the Navy was 
the best way to do this,” he said. 
Lehman agreed that a number 
of enlisted men’s antiwar ac­ 
tivist groups have been in the 
field for some time. 
But, he 
said, “they don’t welcome of­ 
ficer participation.” 
Anyway, he added, “they are 
more radical than we are.” 


Stewardess Relates 
Airline Hijacking 


Editor’s Note: Robyn Urrea, 
21, is the TWA stewardess Ar­ 
thur G. Barkley approached 
Thursday at the start of his 
eight-hour jetliner hijack. She is 
from Mesa, Ariz., but flew out of 
Kansas City. 
Here, as told to 
Associated Press Writer Dick 
Barnes, is her account of the 
adventure:

WASHINGTON (AP) — It aU 
started when I was just opening 
the cockpit door to get ready to 
serve breakfast to the flight 
engineer. 
This man came out of the 
restroom and he said: “I’d like 
to speak to the captain.” 
I said, “Could I have your 
name, please, and I’ll announce 
you.” I said, “Have a seat, 
pleas*” 
Then he showed me he had a 
gun. I had shut the door to the 
cockpit, but I saw he wasn't 
fooling when he pulled the gun 
out of his coat. He was a ner­ 
vous looking man. 
1 was scared, and you would 
be, too. 
I knocked on the door and then 
I said to the captain: “Sir. this 
gentleman would like to speak to 
you and ho has a gun.”

anything. Then he looked at the 
first officer and said “okay.” 
After that, the door to the 
cockpit was shut and it stayed 
closed. 
We didn’t tell the passengers it 
was a hijack until after we got to 
Dulles the first time. We said we 
couldn’t land in St. Louis 
because of bad weather. 
Things happened so fast when 
we came back to Dulles the 
second time. 


I announced we were back to 
Dulles. We circled around these 
green bags on the runway. All of 
a sudden I heard this popping 
noise. I didn't know what it was 
until later when I learned the 
tires had been shot. 
Then everyone was up in the 
aisle. 
It was pandemonium. 


The man was up front yelling 
“Close the aft door; close the aft 
door.” Someone had pulled the 
curtain between coach and first 
class so at first he didn’t see the 
passengers jumping out 
Then 
he pulled it and saw the people 
The only thing 1 saw was he had 
the gun. But he just stood there 
He didn't do anything.

NEW YORK (AP) — The 
recent 18-month slump in the 
stock m arket has taken its toll 
among 
many 
corporate 
financing plans. 
A number of big companies 
have had to put off planned 
mergers 
and 
acquisitions. 
Others have postponed ex­ 
pansion plans. Many private 
companies have postponed 
expansion plans. Many private 
companies have had to delay 
their plans to go public. 
All give the same reasons: 
Stock shares are not worth as 
much as they used to be and the 
cost of borrowing money has 
never been higher. 
"The cost of money is just 
extremely high now and I see no 
immediate change,” says Barry 
Thors, manager of the syndicate 


division of Blair & Co., a 
brokerage firm. 
“It doesn’t 
matter whether a company tries 
to do it by equity or stock 
financing, debt or bond finan­ 
cing — it’s just difficult to raise 
money.” 
Generally companies raise 
money by issuing new shares of 
stock. 
How much 
they get 
depends on what the individual 
share is worth. Over the past 18 
months stock prices on the New 
York Stock Exchange alone 
have been cut back by more 
than $160 billion. 
The other alternative is to go 
to the bond market where a 
company can sell a bona, 
similar to an IOU, on which they 
pay interest. However, so many 
companies have gone this route 
because of sinking stock values 
that already high interest rates 
have risen even higher. 


Witness the 10 per cent in­ 
terest Boise Cascade Corp., a 
manufacturer of lumber and 
paper products, had to pay in 
May in order to sell its 175- 
million bond issue. Or the 94fe 
per cent Dallas Power Sc Light 
had to pay to float its $30-million 
bond offering in May. 
These interest rates compare 
to6.61 per cent rate in June 1968, 
for example, when the market 
was in its heyday. The 6.6 per 
cent was on a triple-A bond, the 
most credit-worthy type. 
Because financing is so dif­ 
ficult now 
many companies 
have decided to wait it out, 
leaving 
many 
plans 
un­ 
completed. 
The Securities and Exchange 
Commission and the Commerce 
Department reported Wed­ 
nesday hat industries have cut 
back on plans for installing new 


production equipment to $81.4 
million from $82.9 million three 
months ago. 
Charles G. Plohn Sc Co., a New 
York firm which specializes in 
small underwritings, said it is 
holding up 50 to 60 new issues 
until market conditions im­ 
prove. Another firm, Blair Sc 
Co., hasn’t brought out any stock 
offerings since March, though it 
said 
it 
still 
has 
them 
in 
registration, 
because of 
the 
slump in the market. 
In another area, merger 
cancellations in the first quarter 
of this year are up to 148, or 9.5 
per cent of all merger an­ 
nouncements, from 103 can­ 
cellations in the same period a 
year ago, or 6.7 per cent of all 
mergers announced then. This is 
according to data compiled by 
W. T. Grimm k Co., financial 
consultants.

BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) — 


As they put it, they've been 
"turned on by Jesus." And 
things seem different. Most of 
them are hippies. Others are

Freaks," a term originally 
applied in derision, but which 
they gladly accept.

with a single finger held aloft, 
instead of the "V" — peace- 
victory sign. 


Regularly, they also make 


forays into downtown San 
Francisco, displaying their 
signs, "Jesus Saves," and 
speaking on sidewalks outside 
the "skin" bars featuring nude 
dancers. 


"I've been through'grass', the 


heavyweight stuff, LSD and 
speed, and all the meditation- 
breathing bit, and it just freaked 
me out and down," said one of 
them, a thin, bearded young 
man. "But Jesus is very true, 
very hip, very with it. He's our 
thing." 


Others tell similar stories of 


having been through drugs and 
Oriental 
mysticism 
before 


finding greater satisfaction in 
"following Jesus."

THE CASE OF 


CHASTITY IN MARRIAGE 


"The basis for this petition for divorce was established by both of you well ahead of your 


marriage," a domestic relations judge told a discontented young couple in his court. "Seemingly, 
you have found it impossible to remain true to each other after 'playing the field' for so long." 


This is not unusual. Although the virtues of chastity have been set forth clearly and simply, 


many errant youths insist that affectional exploration is all right. They argue that some studies 
show that promiscuity generally is becoming acceptable as a phase of our modern way of life. 


The best knowledge available, however, indicated that these errant youth are wrong. Reliable 


scientific data substantiate the view of religious leaders that chastity makes good sense as well as 
sound spiritual doctrine. 


Although promiscuity exists to an alarming extent, this does not make it acceptable. Because 


someone else adopts a manner of conduct, it is not necessarily good for others. Theft is a common 
criminal offense, but that does not make stealing proper. Millions of people smoke tobacco and 
drink intoxicating liquors; this again does not mean that smoking and drinking are desirable. 


Most social scientists and marriage counselors reaffirm the necessity of strict morality as a 


requisite for a rich personal, family and community life. Dr. Pitrim A. Sorokin, sociologist at 
Harvard University, recently wrote in a syndicated newspaper column: 


"Immorality has helped to ruin many a gre^t rayon in past centuries. Today it threatens even 


the United States... Sexual behavior, like any 
conscience. Will it harm your community? You: 
are wondering whether or not there is a conrAtion 
morality and the rise in the rate of crime, suicii 
am sure there is." 


All things considered, it is clear that chlstity pays big 


spiritually. If young people will think through carefully all 
evidence and support for morality. Case history afte: 
who reserve their affections for the one they sincerel; 
those who find the greatest happiness in life., 
be cherished by all.

BERKELEY, Calif. (AP) — 


As they put it, they've been 
"turned on by Jesus." And 
things seem different. Most of 
them are hippies. Others are 
"straight" kids. In either case, 
they're making their presence 
felt around the University of 
California campus here. 


They're 
called 
"Jesus 


Freaks," a term originally 
applied in derision, but which 
they gladly accept. After all, the 
term, 
"Christian" 
itself 


originally was used in pagan 
mockery of the early believers 
in Christ. 


"Jesus is back!" said a tall, 


barefoot, 
long-haired lad, 


handing out evangelical tracts 
to passing students. "Take a trip 
with the Lord — it's the

Here and there about the 


campus, on class days and 
weekends, it's easy to spot these 
special 
kind of radicals in 


clusters of youths, "rapping" 
about Jesus in arguments with 
assorted New Left advocates. 


Wherever the "Jesus Freaks" 


hold forth, there's usually a 
sizable crowd. "One way! One 
'way!" they signal about Christ, 
with a single finger held aloft, 
instead of the "V" — peace- 
victory sign. 


Regularly, they also make 


forays into downtown San 
Francisco, displaying their 
signs, "Jesus Saves," and 
speaking on sidewalks outside 
the "skin" bars featuring nude 
dancers. 


"I've been through'grass', the 


heavyweight stuff, LSD and 
speed, and all the meditation- 
breathing bit, and it just freaked 
me out and down," said one of 
them, a thin, bearded young 
man. "But Jesus is very true, 
very hip, very with it. He's our 
thing." 


Others tell similar stories of 


having been through drugs and 
Oriental 
mysticism 
before 


finding greater satisfaction in 
"following Jesus."

CHASTITY IN MARRIAGE 


"The basis for this petition for divorce was established by both of you well ahead of your 


marriage," a domestic relations judge told a discontented young couple in his court. "Seemingly, 
you have found it impossible to remain true to each other after 'playing the field' for so long.'' 


This is not unusual. Although the virtues of chastity have been set forth clearly and simply, 


many errant youths insist that affectional exploration is all right. They argue that some studies 
show that promiscuity generally is becoming acceptable as a phase of our modern way of life. 


The best knowledge available, however, indicated that these errant youth are wrong. Reliable 


scientific data substantiate the view of religious leaders that chastity makes good sense as well as 
sound spiritual doctrine. 


Although promiscuity exists to an alarming extent, this does not make it acceptable. Because 


someone else adopts a manner of conduct, it is not necessarily good for others. Theft is a common 
criminal offense, but that does not make stealing proper. Millions of people smoke tobacco and 
drink intoxicating liquors; this again does not mean that smoking and drinking are desirable. 


Most social scientists and marriage counselors reaffirm the necessity of strict morality as a 


requisite for a rich personal, family and community life. Dr. Pitrim A. Sorokin, sociologist at 
Harvard University, recently wrote in a syndicated newspaper column:

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An Issue Far More Important 


President Nixon skirted the big issue in his report to the nation 


Wednesday night on the situation in Indochina He reported with 
evident satisfaction that American troops ordered into Cambodia 
had not met with disaster, had seized great stores of food, guns and 
ammunition, that 17,000 of the 31,000 sent in were already on their 
way out, and repeated his promise that all will be out by June 30. HP 
repeated also that 150,000 additional troops will be withdrawn from 
Vietnam in the next 12 months, and announced that 50,000 of them 
will be recalled by Oct. is. But he didn't tell the American people 
what justification there can be for keeping United States forces in 
Indochina at all, and, beyond that, of extending the scope of United 
States commitments to the military government of Cambodia 


It's the apparent determination on the part of the Nixon ad- 


ministration to continue to pres% the war in Southeast Asia, either 
with American troops or with Asian troops that is most disturbing 
Sending American troops across the border from South Vietnam 
into Cambodia was not in itself a matter to cause any more ap- 
prehension than any other military move of the Vietnam War If, as 
the President has declared, American troops were endangered by 
enemy forces finding sanctuary there, the fact that the border of a 
country too weak to police its own territory was crossed is nothing 
to quibble about. Itjnay well have been a logical move, and fully 
justified — if we accept as fact that the American troops could not 
be removed from the danger zone. 


But, though the number of Americans killed and wounded in 


the thrust into Cambodia was "acceptable" to military 
statisticians, no killed or wounded are acceptable to those who are 
convinced that American soldiers should never have been sent 
there in the first place, and who think that every additional month 
they are left there is another month too long. 


Neither President Nixon, President Johnson, or anyone else 


before or since has made any convincing showing that you or I or 
any other American will gain enough from the continued killing, 
destruction and misery in Indochina to justify the sacrifice of one 
American life. And even if there should be gain for someone, why 
should American boys be picked by chance and sent there to die for 
it? 


The peoples we are supposedly aiding, are divided, mostly 


unconcerned, and there is no indication that they will be any better 
off if the governments in Saigon and Phnom Pehn stay in power. In 
the meantime, horror stories such as is related on this page today 
by columnist Jack Anderson come out of the unhappy embattled 
lands. The probably are not all true. But some of them almost 
certainly are. It is not something for Americans to be proud of. No 
Viet Cong atrocities can make American killing of innocent non- 
combatants right.

U.S. Terror In Laos 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — Refugees 


too inarticulate, too simple to 
repeat the same lie, have sworn 
to this column that U.S. fighter- 
bombers 
have 
conducted 


systematic raids on villages in 
Laos, 
killing 
defenseless 


civilians, 
many 
of 
them 


children. 


The stark simplicity of the 


refugees' stories, as told to my 
reporter Les Whitten, flies in the 
face of official testimony. 


Bluff, blunt William Sullivan, 


a former Ambassador to Laos, 
now an Assistant Secretary of 
State, recently assured Senators 
that not only the Lao govern- 
ment but the U. S. ambassador 
had to approve the 
targets 


before they were hit He was 
supported 
by Co!. Robert 


Tyrrell, the Air Force attache in 
Laos, who testified: 
"Villages 


even in the free drop zone would 
be restricted from bombing." 


Whitten spoke to the colonel, 


now back in Vientiane, who 
repeated that "rigid rules of 
procedures" had been adopted 
to prevent villages from being 
bombed. He conceded, however, 
that he had never sat down with 
the refugees and discussed the 
bombings. 


Whitten also asked Sullivan's 


successor, 
Ambassador G 


McMurtne Godley, whether 
villages had been bombed. "The 
answer is negative," 
said 


Godley. If any villages had been 
hit, he added after Whitten 
recounted the refugees' stories, 
it was "infrequent" and "ac- 
cidental." 


Whitten used all the skill of a 


veteran investigative reporter 
to trip up any refugees who 
might have been lying. But there 
was no mistaking the honest 
pain in their faces as they told 
how U. S. bombs, napalm and 
rockets had been dumped upon 
their villages, 


REFUGEES' STORIED 


They also attested 'that no 


Pathet Lao or North Vietnamese 
had been in their villages except 
in transit to buy at the market or 
to make brief 
propaganda 


speeches. Of several refugees 
interviewed by Whitten, only 
one had heard of a Pathet Lao 
soldier ever being injured in the 
raids. And this was merely a 
rumor. 


Typical was the report of a 25- 


year-old refugee from Phong 
Savan, 150 miles from the Ho Chi 
Minn infiltration routes. There 
were no military facilities in his 
village, he said, ' only a police 
station and a cooperative store 
that sold things. There were no 
Pathet Lao, no soldiers living 
there, only people. 


"After 1964, many planes 


came. They dropped big bombs 
and napalm, ball-bearing bombs 
and rockets and . . " He paused 
and said "ah-ah-ah-ah-ah-ah-" 
to indicate strafing. 


"We had 100 houses in Phong 


SLvart Ry 1969 our houses were 
lost, only some posts standing 
out of the ground. We had 700 or 
800 people in Phong Savan. 
Maybe 20 were killed and many 
injured. 


"In June of 1968, my brother 


was killed. He was helping my 
father (a farmer) when the 
planes came at two o'clock in 
the afternoon. He was 19, but he 
did not get to the hole. There 
were chest wounds, and he died 
at three the next day. After that, 
my father cried all the time." 


Whitten asked the young man 


if he understood the reasons for 
the bombings. At first, he didn't 
seem to understand, and the 
interpreter 
repeated 
the 


question. Finally, the refugee 
drew up his thin shoulders and 
said, "I don't know anything 
about politics. All I knew is if the 
planes came, I hid, and if I 
didn't, I died." 


RATHOLE EXISTENCE 


Other refugees told similar 


stories. So terrible was the 
explosive 
downpour 
that 


villagers moved from their 
tattered thatch hovels into 
trenches dug in the sides of 
nearby hills. They lined the 
ditches with matting, but this 
didn't keep out the rains. 


After the bombing of North 


Vietnam was halted in 1968, the 
raids weren't diminished; the 
planes simply were sent across 
the border into Laos. The 
bombing became so intensive 
that the villagers didn't dare 
come out of their rathole 
dwellings to work in their rice 
paddies except at night. 


A 25-year-old refugee from a 


village near Khang Kay, 145 
miles from the Ho Chi Minn 
trails, explained why the young 
and the old were caught most 
frequently by the U. S. raids: 


"The children are 
always 


playing around and can't get to 
the trenches fast enough. The 
old men are like the children. 
They don't *have good health. 
They can't hear when the planes 
come. Sometimes they can't get 
to safety." 


"Footnote: Les Whitten taped 


his interviews with the refugees, 
whose reports contradict the 
sworn testimony of U. S. 
of- 


ficials. This column will make 
the tapes available

Student Letter Contest 


Dear Editor: 


There have been several 


articles in the letter to the 
Editor written against the 
National Guard's action at Kent 
State. I would like the writers of 
those articles and the readers of 
those articles to look at the other 
side of the coin, the National 
Guard's side. The National 
Guard was going into an area 
where College Students were 
literally "tearing the town 
apart." For example: Ac- 
cording to the Associated Press; 
on Friday, May 1st, "Hundreds 
of students broke windows, set 
fires, and damaged cars in a 
march from downtown Kent to 
the 19,000 student campus 
protesting the American in- 
volvement into Cambodia." 


On Saturday, May 2; ac- 


cording to the same source, 
"National Guard were sent to 
the Kent Campus and demon- 
strators burned down the ROTC 
building. Students took away the 
Firemen's hoses and turned 
them on the firefighters." In- 
cidents such as these continued 
to happen until the shots were 
fired on May 4. 


The Ohio National Guard, the 


troops involved, had been on 
strike duty because of the 
Teamsters Wildcat strike in the 
Northern Ohio area just prior to 
being sent to Kent State. Many 
of the young guards, (most of 
them between the ages of 17 and 
20), had received no more than 3 
hours sleep in the last 48 hours. 
The Guards were then given live 
ammunition, (we certainly 
cannot send troops to face a mob 
that large without live am- 
munition. 


When 
the 
confrontation 


developed on the campus and 
the students resisted, (instead of 
moving out, after it had been 
announced 
over 
the loud 


speaker for them to return to 
their quarters), the guardsmen 
advanced in a line, firing tear 
gas. As the students were 
pushed back, spectators and 
other demonstrators moved in 
behind 
the troops. 
("The 


demonstrators had planned the 
demonstration 3-4 days in ad- 
vance and the word was out.") 
This was quoted from the 
Associated Press. The troops 
felt they were in danger so they 
pushed back the other way, 
against the spectators and the 
other demonstrators. Mean- 
while the guards were getting it 
good from the other side (This 
whole encounter was on TV and 
described by the newspaper 
media ) 


It was then that it happened, 


someone was fired upon or 
thought he was fired upon, and 
the first shot was fired. No one 
knows if it was a sniper or a 
panicked guard member If it 
was a panicked guard member 
we must remember that there 
were only "30 guardsmen 
bunOunded by ever a thousand 
rioters," 
(Associated Press), 


plus the spectators that had 
ciowded in. The poor guy 
panicked and the first shot was 
fired. Then 7-8 men fired and 4 
were left dead and several 
wounded. 


I think from this incident 


students have been made to 
recognize there is danger in- 
volved. Let me now quote 
Senator William B. Saxbe of 
Ohio: 


"The students that I have 


talked to in my office said, 'Well, 
if they had told us that we might 
get hurt, this might not of 
happened ' In other words up to 
now, there have been two sets of 
rules 
A Guardsmen or a 


policeman is fair game for in- 
sults, for being--,hrown at with 
rocks, or for being attacked. But 
the forces of the government, 
whether they be guardsmen or 
they be policemen, cannot strike 
back H is not playing the game 
for them to do violence to those 


who attack them. And it came as 
a complete surprise." 


How can we expect a well- 


trained group of men to stay 
calm and composed after more 
than 2 days of vicious attack? 
Now, take into consideration 
that these young boys (17-20) 
were not well-trained and were 
tired. How can we expect them 
to stay calm and composed after 
more than 2 days of vicious 
attack.

Wednesday night on the situation in Indochina He reported with 
evident satisfaction that American troops ordered into Cambodia 
had not met with disaster, had seized great stores of food, guns and 
ammunition, that 17,000 of the 31,000 sent in were already on their 
way out, and repeated his promise that all will be out by -June 30 HP 
repeated also that 150,000 additional troops will be withdrawn from 
Vietnam in the next 12 months, and announced that 50,000 of them 
•will be recalled by Oct. 15. But he didn't tell the American people 
what justification there can be for keeping United States forces in 
Indochina at all, and, beyond that, of extending the scope of United 
States commitments to the military government of Cambodia. 


It's the apparent determination on the part of the Nixon ad- 


ministration to continue to presis the war in Southeast Asia, either 
with American troops or with Asian troops that is most disturbing 
Sending American troops across the border from South Vietnam 
into Cambodia was not in itself a matter to cause any more ap- 
prehension than any other military move of the Vietnam War If, as 
the President has declared, American troops were endangered by 
enemy forces finding sanctuary there, the fact that the border of a 
country too weak to police its own territory was crossed is nothing 
to quibble about. It/nay well have been a logical move, and fully 
justified — if we accept as fact that the American troops could not 
be removed from the danger zone. 


But, though the number of Americans killed and wounded m 


the thrust into Cambodia was "acceptable" 
to military 


statisticians, no killed or wounded are acceptable to those who are 
convinced that American soldiers should never have been sent 
there in the first place, and who think that every additional month 
they are left there is another month too long. 


Neither President Nixon, President Johnson, or anyone else 


before or since has made any convincing showing that you or I or 
any other American will gain enough from the continued killing, 
destruction and misery in Indochina to justify the sacrifice of one 
American life. And even if there should be gain for someone, why 
should American boys be picked by chance and sent there to die for 
it? 


The peoples we are supposedly aiding, are divided, mostly 


unconcerned, and there is no indication that they will be any better 
off if the governments in Saigon and Phnom Pehn stay in power. In 
the meantime, horror stories such as is related on this page today 
by columnist Jack Anderson come out of the unhappy embattled 
lands. The probably are not all true. But some of them almost 
certainly are. It is not something for Americans to be proud of. No 
Viet Cong atrocities can make American killing of innocent non- 
combatants right.

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U.S. Terror In Laos 


By JACK ANDERSON 


WASHINGTON — Refugees 


too inarticulate, too simple to 
repeat the same lie, have sworn 
to this column that U. S. fighter- 
bombers 
have 
conducted 


systematic raids on villages in 
Laos, 
killing 
defenseless 


civilians, 
many 
of 
them 


children. 


The stark simplicity of the 


refugees' stories, as told to my 
reporter Les Whitten, flies in the 
face of official testimony 


Bluff, blunt William Sullivan, 


a former Ambassador to Laos, 
now an Assistant Secretary of 
State, recently assured Senators 
that not only the Lao govern- 
ment but the U. S. ambassador 
had to approve the targets 
before they were hit He was 
supported by Col 
Robert 


Tyrrell, the Air Force attache in 
Laos, who testified- "Villages 
even in the free drop zone would 
be restricted from bombing." 


Whitten spoke to the colonel, 


now back in Vientiane, who 
repeated that "rigid rules of 
procedures" had been adopted 
to prevent villages from being 
bombed. He conceded, however, 
that he had never sat down with 
the refugees and discussed the 
bombings. 


Whitten also asked Sullivan's 


successor, Ambassador G. 
McMurtrie Godley, whether 
villages had been bombed, "The 
answer is negative," 
said 


Godley. If any villages had been 
hit, 
he added after Whitten 


recounted the refugees' stories, 
it was "infrequent" and "ac- 
cidental." 


Whitten used all the skill of a 


veteran investigative reporter 
to trip up any refugees who 
might have been lying. But there 
was no mistaking the honest 
pain in their fsces as they told 
how U. S. bombs, napalm and 
rockets had been dumped upon 
their villages. 


REFUGEES' STORIED 


They also attested 'that no 


Pathet Lao or North Vietnamese 
had been in their villages except 
in transit to buy at the market or 
to make brief propaganda 
speeches. Of several refugees 
interviewed by Whitten, only 
one had heard of a Pathet Lao 
soldier ever being injured in the 
raids. And this was merely a 
rumor. 


Typical was the report of a 25- 


year-old refugee from Phong 
Savan, 150 miles from the Ho Chi 
Minh infiltration routes. There 
were no military facilities in his 
village, he said, ' only a police 
station and a cooperative store 
that sold things. There were no 
Pathet Lao, no soldiers living 
there, only people. 


"After 1964, many planes 


came. They dropped big bombs 
and napalm, ball-bearing bombs 
and rockets and 
" He paused 


and said "ah-ah-ah-ah-ah-ah-" 
to indicate strafing 


"We had 100 houses in Phong 


Savan. By 1969, our houses were 
lost, only s<~-me posts standing 
out of the ground. We had 700 or 
800 people in Phong Savan 
Maybe 20 were killed and many 
injured. 


"In June of 1968, my brother 


was killed He was helping my 
father (a farmer) when the 
planes came at two o'clock in 
the afternoon. He was 19, but he 
did not get to the hole There 
were chest wounds, and he died 
at three the next day. After that, 
my father cried all the time." 


Whitten asked the young man 


if he understood the reasons for 
the bombings. At first, he didn't 
seem to understand, and the 
interpreter 
repeated 
the 


question. Finally, the refugee 
drew up his thin shoulders and 
said, "I don't know anything 
about politics. All I knew is if the 
planes came, I hid, and if I 
didn't, I died "

Other refugees 
fn!d similar 


stories. So terrible was the 
explosive 
downpour 
that 


villagers moved from their 
tattered thatch hovels into 
trenches dug in the sides of 
nearby hills. They lined the 
ditches with matting, but this 
didn't keep out the rains. 


After the bombing of North 


Vietnam was halted in 1968, the 
raids weren't diminished; the 
planes simply were sent across 
the border into Laos. The 
bombing became so intensive 
that the villagers didn't dare 
come out of their rathole 
dwellings to work in their rice 
paddies except at night. 


A 25-year-old refugee from a 


village near Khang Kay, 145 
miles from the Ho Chi Minh 
trails, explained why the young 
and the old were caught most 
frequently by the U. S. raids: 


"The children are 
always 


playing around and can't get to 
the trenches fast enough. The 
old men are like the children. 
They don't *have good health. 
They can't hear when the planes 
come. Sometimes they can't get 
to safety." 


Pootnote: Les Whitten taped 


his interviews with the refugees, 
whose reports contradict the 
sworn testimony of U. S. 
of- 


ficials. This column will make

articles in the letter to the 
Editor written against the 
National Guard's action at Kent 
State. I would like the writers of 
those articles and the readers of 
those articles to look at the other 
side of the coin, the National 
Guard's side. The National 
Guard was going into an area 
where College Students were 
literally "tearing the town 
apart." For example: Ac- 
cording to the Associated Press; 
on Friday, May 1st, "Hundreds 
of students broke windows, set 
fires, and damaged cars in a 
march from downtown Kent to 
the 19,000 student campus 
protesting the American in- 
volvement mto Cambodia." 


On Saturday, May 2; ac- 


cording to the same source, 
"National Guard were sent to 
the Kent Campus and demon- 
strators burned down the ROTC 
building Students took away the 
Firemen's hoses and turned 
them on the firefighters." In- 
cidents such as these continued 
to happen until the shots were 
fned on May 4. 


The Ohio National Guard, the 


troops involved, had been on 
strike duty because of the 
Teamsters Wildcat strike in the 
Northern Ohio area just prior to 
being sent to Kent State. Many 
of the young guards, (most of 
them between the ages of 17 and 
20), had received no more than 3 
hours sleep in the last 48 hours. 
The Guards were then given live 
ammunition, (we certainly 
cannot send troops to face a mob 
that large without live am- 
munition. 


When 
the 
confrontation 


developed on the campus and 
the students resisted, (instead of 
moving out, after it had been 
announced 
over 
the loud 


speaker for them to return to 
their quarters), the guardsmen 
advanced in a line, firing tear 
gas. As the students were 
pushed back, spectators and 
other demonstrators moved in 
behind 
the troops. ("The 


demonstrators had planned the 
demonstration 3-4 days in ad- 
vance and the word was out.") 
This was quoted from the 
Associated Press. The troops 
felt they were in danger so they 
pushed back the other way, 
against the spectators and the 
other demonstrators 
Mean- 


while the guards were getting it 
good from the other side. (This 
whole encounter was on TV and 
described by the newspaper 
media 1 


It was then that it happened, 


someone was fired upon or 
thought he was fired upon, and 
the first shot was fired. No one 
knows if it was a sniper or a 
panicked guard member If it 
was a panicked guard member 
we must remember that there 
\vere only 
"30 guardsmen 


surrounded by over a thousand 
rioters," 
(Associated 
Press), 


plus the spectators that had

fired. Then 7-8 men fired and 4 
were left dead and several 
wounded

Calling 
themselves 
the 


Concerned Officers Movement, 
about 25 Washington-based 
officers, mostly Navy men, have 
banded together to provide a 
forum for what they say is 
growing disillusionment among 
their ranks with the Indochina 
war. 


A leader says the small group 


is probably the first antiwar 
organization at the officer level. 


"Most of the junior officers 


are somewhat disillusioned 
about the war in Indochina," Lt. 
j.g. Phil Lehman, a Harvard 
graduate with eight months of 
Vietnam duty behind him, told a 
reporter. 


Lehman, now in a supply billet 


here, said the group has broader 
concerns than the war — 
military justice and what he 
called "the quality of life in the 
military." The group reportedly 
has contacted other bases with 
favorable responses coming 
from California, Florida and 


Rhode Island. 


The chief tool the organization 


uses to spread its views is a 
monthly newsletter.

Market Slump Has Taken Its Toll

NEW YORK (AP) — The

have had to put off planned

Many private 
companies have postponed 
expansion plans. Many private 
companies have had to delay 
their plans to go public. 


All give the same reasons: 


Stock shares are not worth as 
much as they used to be and the 
cost of borrowing money has 
never been higher. 


"The cost of money is just 


extremely high now and I see no 
immediate change," says Barry 
Thors, manager of the syndicate 


division of Blair & Co., a 
brokerage firm. "It 
doesn't 


matter whether a company tries 
to do it by equity or stock 
financing, debt or bond finan- 
cing — it's just difficult to raise 
money." 


Generally companies raise 


money by issuing new shares of 
stock. How much they get 
depends on what the individual 
share is worth. Over the past 18 
months stock prices on the New 
York Stock Exchange alone 
have been cut back by more 
than $160 billion. 


The other alternative is to go 


to the bond market where a 
company can sell a bond, 
similar to an IOU, on which they 
pay interest. However, so many 
companies have gone this route 
because of sinking stock values 
that already high interest rates 
have risen even higher. 


Witness the 10 per cent in- 


terest Boise Cascade Corp., a 
manufacturer of lumber and 
paper products, had to pay in 
May in order to sell its $75- 
million bond issue. Or the 9% 
per cent Dallas Power & Light 
had to pay to float its $30-million 
bond offering in May. 


These interest rates compare 


to 6.61 per cent rate in June 1968, 
for example, when the market 
was in its heyday. The 6.6 per 
cent was on a triple-A bond, the 
most credit-worthy type. 


Because financing is so dif- 


ficult now many companies 
have decided to wait it out,

Market Slump Has Taken Its Toll 


By LINDA RUBEY 
\P Business Writer 


NEW YORK (AP) — The 


recent 18-month slump in the 
stock market has taken its toll 
among 
many 
corporate 


financing plans. 


A number of big companies 


have had to put off planned 
mergers 
and acquisitions. 


Others have postponed ex- 
pansion plans. Many private 
companies have postponed 
expansion plans. Many private 
companies have had to delay 
their plans to go public. 


All give the same reasons: 


Stock shares are not worth as 
much as they used to be and the 
cost of borrowing money has 
never been higher. 


"The cost of money is just 


extremely high now and I see no 
immediate change," says Barry 
Thors, manager of the syndicate 


division of Blair & Co., a 
brokerage firm. "It doesn't 
matter whether a company tries 
tc do it by equity or stock 
financing, debt or bond finan- 
cing — it's just difficult to raise 
money." 


Generally companies raise 


money by issuing new shares of 
stock. How much they get 
depends on what the individual 
snare is worth. Over the past 18 
months stock prices on the New 
York Stock Exchange alone 
have been cut back by more 
than $160 billion. 


The other alternative is to go 


to the bond market where a 
company can sell a bond, 
similar to an IOU, on which they 
pay interest. However, so many 
companies have gone this route 
because of sinking stock values 
that already high interest rates 
have risen even higher. 


Witness the 10 per cent in- 


terest Boise Cascade Corp., a 
manufacturer of lumber and 
paper products, had to pay in 
May in order to sell its $75- 
million bond issue. Or the 9% 
per cent Dallas Power & Light 
had to pay to float its $30-million 
bond offering in May. 


These interest rates compare 


to 6.61 per cent rate in June 1968, 
for example, when the market 
was in its heyday. The 6.6 per 
cent was on a triple-A bond, the 
most credit-worthy type. 


Because financing is so dif- 


ficult now many companies 
have decided to wait it out, 
leaving 
many 
plans 
un- 


completed. 


The Securities and Exchange 


Commission and the Commerce 
Department 
ieported Wed- 


nesday that industries have cut 
back on plans for installing new 


production equipment to $81.4 
million from $82.9 million three 
months ago. 


Charles G. Plohn & Co., a New 


York firm which specializes in 
small underwritings, said it is 
holding up 50 to 60 new issues 
until market conditions im- 
prove. Another firm, Blair & 
Co., hasn't brought out any stock 
offerings since March, though it 
said

has 
them 
in 


registration,

slump in the market. 


In another area, merger 


cancellations in the first quarter 
of this year are up to 148, or 9.5 
per cent of all merger 
an- 


nouncements, from 
103 can- 


cellations in the same period a 
year ago, or 6.7 per cent of all 
mergers announced then. This is 
according to data compiled by 
W. T. Grimm & Co., financial 
consultants.

Candy is dandy and so is trout, but make mine shad 
The runs have finally reached this area in good proportions and 


I do mean shad Last evening was an exciting one with everyone 
taking good fish using flies Probably the most exciting thing about 
last evening was the fact that my son Scott took a whopping six 
pound shad on a no 4 Seth Green Shad Fly. This will give him a 
good bronze Field & Stream Pin plus a nice trophy fish to hang on 
the wall 


I never would have thought that in 1871 when Seth Green 


planted those shad at Tehama that they would have such a lasting 
impact on the fishing world 


As we mentioned before, the American Shad is a member of the 


herring family It has a single spineless dorsal fin near the middle 
of ita back and a forked tail Shad are easily identified by the five or 
six round black spots under the scales on his sides and a deep 
compressed body The shad has a deep blue back that is outlined 
against silvery white sides and belly His head is somewhat small 
with no scales The shad is normally under 30 inches long and 
weighs in the one to five pound range Fish from six to thirteen 
pounds have been taken but are rare 
"* 


The shad's spawning grounds are clear open water sections of 


pools and riffles with sand or gravel bottoms The eggs are 'eft in 
the open water with no parental care and hatch in about one week 
The shad is a plankton eater which reduces competition with other 
fish in our coastal streams This is the probable reason for its 
success in this area On the west coast the fry hatch in the summer 
and remain in fresh water until fall when they run to sea 


The runs in this area should last well into July The best 


methods for taking these fish is by use of fly tackle with the con 
ventional shooting head or by spinning both methods using a fly

week I went to Oregon and the other I was just plain fishing and 
neglected to report m

Candy is dandy and so is trout, but make mine shad... 
The runs have finally reached this area in good proportions and 


I do mean shad Last evening was an exciting one with everyone 
taking good fish using flies. Probably the most exciting thing about 
last evening was the fact that my son Scott took a whopping six 
pound shad on a no. 4 Seth Green Shad Fly. This will give him a 
good bronze Field & Stream Pin plus a nice trophy fish to hang on 
the wall. 


I never would have thought that in 1871 when Seth Green 


planted those shad at Tehama that they would have such a lasting 
impact on the fishing world. 


As we mentioned before, the American Shad is a member of the 


herring family. It has a single spineless dorsal fin near the middle 
of its back and a forked tail. Shad are easily identified by tfie five or 
six round black spots under the scales on his sides and a deep 
compressed body. The shad has a deep blue back that is outlined 
against silvery white sides and belly. His head is somewhat small 
with no scales. The shad is normally under 30 inches long and 
weighs in the one to five pound range. Fish from six to thirteen 
pounds have been taken but are rare. 


The shad's spawning grounds are clear open water sections of 


pools and riffles with sand or gravel bottoms. The eggs are left in 
the open water with no parental care and hatch in about one week. 
The shad is a plankton eater which reduces competition with other 
fish in our coastal streams. This is the probable reason for its 
success in this area. On the west coast the fry hatch in the summer 
and remain in fresh water until fall when they run to sea. 


The runs in this area should last well into July. The best 


methods for taking these fish is by use of fly tackle with the con- 
ventional shooting head or by spinning both methods using a fly.
